Born Oct. 13, 1887 in Plaistow, New Hampshire, he moved to Newton 
at the age of 24. 

He founded and operated the Granite State bus and limosine service. 
It ran from Newton to Haverhill five days a week. On weekends it ran 
from Newton to Lowell to Salisbury and Hampton beaches. The service 
was operated out of his house on Main Street, (presently owned by the 
Boyd’s). The service ran for approximately 28 years. 

His service to the Town of Newton includes Chief of Police for 12 
years, Tax Collector 1 term, Road Agent 10 years, and Representative 
to the General Court for 9 consecutive terms. 

One of his most vivid memories of the town was in 1929 when the 
Baptist Church, Post Office and one house completely burned. 

The town wishes to thank George L. Cheney for his many, many 
years of dedication and leadership to Newton and its citizens.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newton, N.H., in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said Newton, on 
Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, 
to choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year, by official 
ballot, and to take other action required to be inserted on said ballot; 
the polls to open at 10 o’clock in the forenoon and to close not earlier 
than seven-thirty o’clock in the evening, and thereafter to reconvene at 
the Newton Town Hall on Wednesday, March 9, 1977, at seven o’clock 
in the evening for the purpose of acting upon all other matters to come 
before the meeting. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 

2. Upon petition of Richard E. Gordon and others to see if the Town 
will vote to adopt the use of Absentee ballots for Town Elections. 

3. To see if the Town will vote to approve two sessions for the annual 
Town Meeting, the first session for choice of Town Officers elected 
by an official ballot and other action required to be inserted on said 
official ballot, and the second session, on a date set by the Selectmen 
for transaction of other business. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 
5S. To hear the reports of Town Officers and pass any vote relating 

thereto. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to hire money 
in anticipation of taxes. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell 
property acquired by Tax Collector’s deed or through Old Age 
Assistance, or any other property of the Town not used for public 
purposes. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authroize the with- 
drawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the 
provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as 
setoffs against budgeted appropriations for the following specific 
purposes and in amounts indicated herewith or take any other 
action hereon:

10.To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to apply for, receive 
and expend such Federal Funds or Grants as may be available or 
awarded under the Public Works Employment Act of 1976. 
11.To see if the Town will accept the transfer to it, from the Sanborn 
School District, the Village School land and building on South Main 
Street, and to ask the voters for the suggested use of the building. 
12.On petition of ten legal voters to see if the Town will vote to exclude 
all radioactive materials, exclusive of that intended for medical pur- 
poses, from being transported through the Town of Newton.

24.To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$46,000.00 for future refuse disposal facilities. 

25.To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for the

MARCH 3, 1976 
The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Horace R. 
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Williams, at 7:10 P.M. Mr. Williams called on Donald B. Norman, Lay 
Preacher, for the Invocation. 


The Moderator read the results of the balloting on Articles 1 and 3 
on Tuesday, March 2, 1976.

Whereas, the people of the Town of Newton rely on adequate supplies 
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of quality waters for domestic and recreational purposes and Whereas, 
the continuing health, vitality and economic well-being of the town and 
its people depend upon the maintenance of adequate supplies of good 
quality waters. 

Now therefore be it resolved by the people of Town Meeting 
assembled that the goals of the Water Pollution Control Act Amend- 
ments of 1972, being the elimination of the discharge of pollutants into 
surface waters and the maintenance of the water quality which 
provides for the protection and propagation of fish and wildlife and 
provides for public health and recreation in and on the water, be 
adopted as worthy goals for the town to pursue. } 

Be it further resolved, that the officers and agents of the town be 
directed to reflect in their actions the goals of preventing, reducing and 
eliminating water pollution, and that whenever possible the town shall 
guide the development and use of land to restore, preserve and enhance 
the quality of waters in town. 

ARTICLE 42. It was voted to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $26,000.00 for the purchase of approximately 10 acres of water- 
front property owned by Senter on Country Pond in Wenmark’s Grove, 
to be used for a town beach and recreation area for town residents and 
guests only.

It was voted to amend this article ‘to reduce the amount of the 
article to raise and appropriate the sum of $811.00 for future refuse 
disposal facilities and authorize the withdrawal of this sum from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972”’. 


The motion as amended was voted in the affirmative.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The town of Newton saw many improvements over the past year, 
primarily through the use of federal funds. These improvements came 
in the areas of Education, services for senior citizens, recreation, in- 
creased police services, and a summer job program for local teenagers. 

Education: A much needed addition at the Memorial School became 
a reality. The town saved tax dollars by paying for the school in one 
year, and now that this burden has been met the Selectmen see the 1977 
tax rate at a more reasonable level. Double sessions will finally be 
coming to an end in September 1978. Through a $975,000 grant from 
the E.D.A. we will see a new middle school complex which will offer our 
children a much sounder education, and a normal school day. 

Services for the senior citizens: Through the cooperation of the 
Visiting Nurses Association there is now available a free monthly blood 
pressure clinic being held at the Town Hall. The Selectmen have also 
been investigating the feasability and availability of a meeting place for 
seniors. 

Recreation: Through the supervision of the Recreation Commission 
we have seen the completion of a tennis court, basketball court, picnic 
area, and the start of construction of two ball fields on the Heath Street 
site. The town beach area is close to final construction, after acquisition 
in mid summer. 

Police services: Through the uncanny ability of Chief Donovan to 
search out federal and state funds, we have had a comprehensive radar 
program over the past year. This program kept drivers aware of the 
seriousness of speeding on our roadways. The police department 
supplied the labor force to build the towns first permanent police head- 
quarters in the town hall, thus giving each officer an opportunity to 
review current law enforcement trends, and complete access to records 
at any time of day or night. 

Increased Fire Protection: A new fire pond and dry hydrant system 
has been installed for coverage of the Newton Junction Area. A new 750 
gallon p.m. pump has been installed on Tank Truck 4. This pump cost 
$4,700 donated by the Sireens, a firemen’s auxiliary group. 

Summer Jobs: With the use of manpower funds the town was able to 
put teenagers to work for nine weeks during the summer. These 
teenagers spent their time working on the town’s recreation area, 
erecting street signs, providing a supervised summer recreation pro- 
gram for younger children, preventive maintenance on the town hall, 
providing a librarian aide and assistant to the town treasurer. This 
program was both beneficial to the town and the participants. 

Some objectives for 1977: Use of revenue sharing funds to defray the 
town’s budget where possible. Completion of the ball fields and the 
town beach. To search out and apply for needed federal and state funds 
that may become available. Continue to expand the manpower teenage 
summer program and programs for the seniors. Set up a state funded 
police cadet program for the police department under the supervision 
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of Chiet Donovan. By using a computer the Selectmen wish to improve 
upon and complete a better system for up-dating the tax map, town 
accounts, and statistics. The Selectmen will continue to work toward a 
lower tax rate, and keep the financial and judicial affairs of the town 
in good order.

The Newton Conservation Commission in the year 1976 continued its 
program of conservation practices through education and maintenance 
work on areas which the commission oversees for the town. 

. Joan Owens was sponsored as a student to the Youth Conservation 
Camp in June.

The board conducts extensive research and evaluation on all prelim- 
inary subdivision plans brought before it. The preceeding was a list of 
those approved. There were, also, those that we disapproved because 
they would have had a detrimental effect on the town and its citizens. 

In October, the board obtained the services of the soil analyst from 
the Southern Rockingham Regional Planning Commission for an 
evaluation of a potential water problem on a preliminary subdivision 
of Daniel DiCoito on Gale Village Road. Analysis was made and taken 
into consideration. 

In November, a public hearing was held to amend the subdivision 
regulations to include the limiting of lots in a subdivision to three and 
remaining land, provided the remainder exceeds ten acres or more. It 
was certified and copies sent to be registered. 

The planning board members attended a series of five classes which 
were held at Sanborn Regional High School. These were provided by 
the Southern Rockingham Regional Planning Commission and the 
New Hampshire Municipal Association. 

Because of the continued concern in the Southern New Hampshire 
regarding rapid growth, the Newton Planning Board will continue to try 
to control the growth within its bounds. This is to protect our water 
supply, natural resources, and rural atmosphere. It is our hope that the 
townspeople will support us in our goals.

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REPORT OF YOUR COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
SOUTHERN ROCKINGHAM REGIONAL PLANNING DISTRICT 
COMMISSION (SRRPDC) ACTIVITIES 


In keeping with the wishes of the 1976 Town Meeting, Newton joined 
five of its neighboring communities as a member of the Southern 
Rockingham Regional Planning District Commission (SRRPDC). Mr. 
Vernon Storey, Chairman, and Tom Grogan, member Newton 
Planning Board, were appointed as the town’s representatives on the 
Southern Rockingham Commission and assumed their duties/respon- 
sibilities, July 1976. 

The SRRPDC is made up of two commissioners from each member 
town and a professional staff of eleven. The Commission provides its 
member towns with a variety of services encompassing three general 
areas: technical assistance, regional planning, and coordination. 
Although Newton’s membership was limited to the latter part of 1976, 
the town was provided the following variety of services on which it 
would be difficult to place a dollar-and-cents value: 


1. On-site soil investigation conducted for the Planning Board. 


2. Several legal investigations were conducted for the Planning 
Board. 


3. Assistance was provided in the preparation of federal solid waste 
erant information for the Selectmen. 


4. Assistance was provided in applying for an EDA grant for the 
Sanborn Regional School District for the building of the new 
middle school. 


A. soil survey and mapping project of Newton is scheduled to begin 
during the early summer, 1977. Subsequently, a survey and maPPine of 
wet-lands will be undertaken for the town. 

During fiscal year 1976, the water quality program, funded by the 
Environmental Protection Agency, moved ahead in earnest. Water 
quality testing and program studies were started and _ several 
completed. A number of draft reports addressing water quality 
concerns were prepared. In addition, the Commission produced and 
distributed brief fact sheets on soils, septic systems, wet-lands and lake 
pollution. A brochure entitled. “‘Clean water-Pollution, the Choice if 
Yours” was prepared and given wide distribution. 

Assistance to member communities in completing grant or loan 
applications was limited during fiscal year 1976. However, it is 
anticipated that much more of this type of assistance will be provided 
during fiscal year 1977 because of monies made available through 
passage of the Public Works Employment Act.

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EXETER AREA VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION, INC. REPORT 


The Exeter Area Visiting Nurse Association, Inc. is a Community 
Health Service providing health care to individuals and families in their 
place of residence or in ambulatory care settings for purposes of pre- 
venting disease and promoting, maintaining or restoring health or 
minimizing the effects of illness or disability. 

The services provided by the Exeter Area Visiting Nurse Association 
are as follows. 

Home Health Care. Home visits are made on referral from physi- 
cians, patients, families or other agencies. The nurse gives treatments, 
assists with rehabilitation, instructs designated persons in the necessary 
care between nursing visits, teaches good nutrition and understanding 
of specific diets, sickness and accident prevention. She provides health 
assessments, motivates patients and families to self care and independ- 
ence and refers when appropriate to other agencies. 

The physical therapist establishes and supervises a program to return 
the patient to his maximum potential. 

The Home Health Aide provides non-skilled care to patients and 
families under the supervision of the registered nurse or physical 
therapist. 

Maternal and Child Health Program. Home visits to new or 
expectant mothers are made to provide information and instruction in 
the care of themselves and their babies. The Child Health Conference is 
held twice a month providing the following services: physicals by local 
pediatrician, immunizations, hearing and vision screening, lead and 
urine testing, PK U’s, special counseling, family planning and referral 
when appropriate for infants and pre-school children of low income 
families. 

Senior Citizens Program. Blood pressure screening held twice a 
month for blood pressure and weight checks, diet and medication 
counseling and referrals. 

Aftercare Program. Follow-up of mental health patients primarily 
those recently discharged from N.H. State Hospital. Coordination of 
care between patients, family, psychiatrist and community, adminis- 
tration of injectable meds and supervision of oral meds. 

Communicable Disease Program. Home visits to patients with 
Tuberculosis or patients who have had Tuberculosis or who are 
contacts of patients with Tuberculosis for testing and/or medication 
and general health supervision. 

Discharge Planning. Service provided by placing an agency nurse 
in the Exeter Hospital five mornings a week to assist in planning, 
coordinating and arranging for continuing care at home. 

The Exeter Area Visiting Nurse Association is a Medicare and 
Medicaid certified agency.
